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IFC Sticks with Schmulewitz in New Election 


No Hitches as Former Vice-President Slides Up to Presidency of Council; Goldberg Named Vice-President

Leah Schmulewitz (Phi Mu) was 
reelected to the position of Inter 
Fraternity Council (IFC) President 
during an IFC committee meeting 
on February 9. The reelection re- 
quest by Mark Osborn (Fiji) fol- 
lowed from a controversy over the 
procedures used during last week’s 
Presidential election run-off be- 
tween Osbom and Schmulewitz. 

As a result of confusion over the 
total number of votes cast for the 
two candidates in last week’s elec- 
tion, an initial result in favor of 
Osborn (10 to 9) was overturned, 
and Schmulewitz went on to win 
the position (11 to 10). It was un- 
clear to Osborn and others whether 
or not this should have occurred. 
Osborn noted that the problem 
would have been avoided if the 
procedure dictated by the IFC con- 
stitution had been followed and 
voting had been conducted by se- 
cret ballets rather than hand raising. 

Schmulewitz admitted that “the 
voting procedure may not have been 
the best” and explained that the 
possibility of a reelection had been 
included in Tuesday’s meeting to 
resolve this concern. After brief dis-

cussion and statements by both can- 
didates, the committee voted to re- 
cast the run-off. Voting was con- 
ducted by secret ballets and 
Schmulewitz won, receiving 15 of 
the 24 votes. 

Schmulewitz is glad that the re- 
cent controversy has been cleared 
up. 

“[Last weeks election] was on 
the agenda for a reason,” she said. 
“J didn’t want to accept the position 
under a cloud of controversy.” 

Having addressed the election 
issue, however, Schmulewitz is ea- 
ger to move forward. 

“We don’thave to dwell on this,” 
she said. “I have a lot I want to get 
done for the IFC.” 

Schmulewitz hopes to both in- 
crease awareness on the role that the 
IFC plays in the Hopkins commu- 
nity and revise the IFC’s constitu- 
tion before yielding to a new presi- 
dent in April. 

“Td like to see the IFC in the 
limelight for all its positives,” 
Schmulewitz said, citing the social 
programming and philanthropy that 
the Fraternities and Sororities pro- 
vide, in addition to the campus lead- 
ership positions held by their mem- 
bers. 
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Schmulewitz also has plans to 
“produce a stronger, more solidi- 
fied constitution.” 

“Certain things need to be tight- 
ened up and defined,” she explained. 

Basically, Schmulewitz’s goalis 
to change the attitudes of those that 
believe the IFC has done more harm 
than good. She hopes to see more 
positive publicity in the future and 
stressed the need for ideas that would 
improve community relations. 

Schmulewitz and other members 
of the IFC committee expressed 
disapproval at the way the contro- 
versy was addressed by last week’s 
News-Letter. Royce Poinsett of 
Delta Upsilon felt that the article 
should not have included quotes 
from the period in which the com- 
mittee members discussed the 
strengths and weaknesses of each 
candidate. 

Others agreed, and thought that 
the IFC should close discussion prior 
to elections by requiring non-repie- 
sentatives to leave the room. The 
committee will discuss the issue at 
a later date and consider revising its 
constitution. 

After the election, Sigma Alpha 
Mu appointed Jonathan Goldberg 
as the new IFC, Vice-President.

Services Forum Missing Students 


Low Turnout Aside, Creators Consider First-Time Event a Success

Despite a low turnout, the 


Homewood Student Services Fo- 
rum held on Thursday, February 4, 
1993 wasunanimously proclaimed, 
“a successful endeavor which will 
be repeated in the future.” 

The event, co-sponsored by Stu- 
dent Council and the Student Sup- 
port Services Committee, was the 
brainchild of Christopher Drennan, 
Chairman of the Student Support 
Services Committee. According to 
Drennan, the purpose of the forum 
was two-fold. 

“First and foremost, our goal was 
to provide students with the oppor- 
tunity to bring specific complaints 
to the attention of the involved 
organization(s) directly,” Drennan 
said. “By maintaining one to one 
contact between the student and the 
service group, we feel that the stu- 
dents can actually be part of dis- 
cussing and creating a feasible solu- 
tion.” 

Drennan went on to say that “the 
second purpose of the forum was to 
demonstrate to students that the 
people involved with the Univer- 
sity are open, approachable, and 








willing to coordinate efforts to im- 
prove he Aa facilities.” 
Several Grouse Invited 

The groups represented were 
Auxiliary Enterprises, the Book 
Center, Career Services, Counsel- 
ling Services, Dining Services, 
Health Clinic, Housing, 
Multicultural Student Affairs, Ori- 
entation, Residential Life, Student 
Council, and Financial Aid. In ad- 
dition, both Susan Boswell (Dean 
of Students) and Larry G. Benedict 
(Dean of Student Support Services) 
were present. 

“These particular organizations 
were invited to send representatives 


to attend the Forum because they - 


are the people that students interact 
with most frequently,’ Drennan 


“ said. 


Boswell, Benedict, and Drennan 
cited the low student attendance as 
the principle problem ofthe evening. 
Although Drennanattributed the low 
numbers to a timing conflict with 
Rush events, Boswell believes that 
student apathy played a larger role. 
In contrast, Benedict attributed the 
lack of student participation to in- 
sufficient, as well as inefficient ad- 


vertising of the event. 
“With everything that goes on, 
_ this campus, what we need is to be 


_ better advertised,” Benedict said. 


He continued: “Apathy is an ur- 
ban myth on the Johns Hopkins 
University campus. The over- 
whelming popularity of last 
weekend’s Culturefest, the sold-out 
tickets for Arun Gandhi’s speech, 
and the large amount of candidates 
that ran for freshman class offices 
this year demonstrate this.” 


Worth Another Try 

Benedict did not consider the 
evening a total loss, however. 

“Keeping all of this in mind, it 
does not mean that] am not satisfied 
with the level of student involve- 
ment,” he said. 

All three agteed that this type of 
“gripe session”, as it was affection- 
ately labelled by some of the Stu- 
dent Support Service Committee 
Sub-Chairs, will definitely take 
place again at the start of the Fall- 
1993 semester. Additional plans to 
possibly holda Homewood Student 
Services Fair during Orientation are 
also being reviewed.

NATIONAL 


The Family-Leave bill was fi- 
nally passed by both houses and 
signed by President Clinton last 
week. The bill, which Bush had 
vetoed twice during his adminis- 
tration, allows workers up to 12 
weeks of unpaid leave to attend to 
concems such as birth, adoption, 
and serious illness. Other parts of 
the bill that also stood were the 
studies and hearing involving ho- 
mosexuals in the military, and the 
order Clinton had passed down to 
refrain from asking recruits ques- 
tions about their sexual orienta- 
tion. 

Kimba M. Woods, a Federal 
District Judge, withdrew hername 
last Friday from possible nomina- 
tion as the Attorney General Des- 
ignate when it was discovered that 
she had once employed an illegal 
alien for child care. Judge Woods’ 
name was leaked on Thursday as 
President Clinton’s likely choice. 
Unlike Zoe Baird however, Woods 
had legally hired the individual 
before the 1986 law against such 
employment. Nevertheless, the 
White House decided to ask Woods 
to withdraw and stated that she 
was had not been forthcoming in 
the disclosure of this information 
and thus jeopardized any future 
working relationship with the Presi- 
dent. No replacement for Kimba 
Woods has been named. 

The Clinton Administration 
is under fire from supporters of 
Judge Kimba Wood who have 
publicly disagreed with the White 
House’s version of events. How- 
ever, Judge Woods has confirmed 
this version in a letter in The New 
York Times last Sunday. Women’s 
groups such as the Nation Orga- 
nization of Women (NOW) have 
charg ged the SoS aOn, with 


BrownadmittedonMeetThe Press 
that he had also not paid the appro- 
priate taxes on his domestic em- 
ployees. The Administration dis- 
agreed with NOW’s charge, citing 
that the Attorney General must be 
held to a higher standard of con- 
duct. Nevertheless, all Cabinet 
employees, men and women, will 
be held accountable in the future. 

The President’s promised eco- 
nomic package took further shape 
this week as the new Administra- 
tion tried to gauge reaction to a 
variety of proposals of deficit re- 
duction. The President’s advisors 
have appeared to back away from 
suggestions of cutting the cost of 
living adjustments to social secu- 
rity benefits after receiving con- 
siderable opposition from Con- 
gress and the elderly. However, 
officials report that tax increases 


onbenefits and revenue enhancers 


such as trimming Medicare ben- 
efits are still under consideration. 
White House officials have stated 
that they will attempt to cut from 
the government first and then turn 
to taxing the more affluent of the 
population later on. Vice President 
Gore stated that no action would 
be considered that might bring an 
“unfair burden” on anyone. Re- 
publicans leaders, nevertheless, 
have sent a letter to the President 
protesting his consideration ofa 10 
to 30 billion dollar job stimulus 
package because they believe it 
would be unnecessary and irre- 
sponsible. The White House has 
disagreed, citing still unfavorable 
unemployment statistics. 

Senator Bob Packwood (R- 


Ore), has been accused by thirteen 


more women of making unwel- 
come sexual advances toward 
them. His newest accusers include 
campaign volunteers, employees, 
lobbyists, casual acquaintances, 
andeven virtual strangers. Unwel- 
come advances included French 
kisses when handshakes might 
have been appropriate, or bold ap- 
proaches that “seemed tocome out 
of nowhere.”

the late 1960’s to the mid-80’s. 
Arthur Ashe, former tennis 

star, died last Saturday in New 

York City at the age of 49. Last

year, Ashe made a public state- 
ment that he had contracted AIDS. 
This statement was made under 
pressure from the media, who had 
threatened to release the informa- 
tion to the public. He was infected 
in a blood transfusion which took 
place during heart bypass surgery, 
and eventually discovered the dis- 
ease in 1988. The immediate cause 
of his death, however, was pneu- 
monia. In 1968, Ashe won the 
U.S. Open. In 1975 and 1968 he 
was ranked number one in the 
world. He was also the U.S. Davis 
Cup team captain in 1981.

President Clinton released 
about twenty employees from 
the White House staff this week. 
Sources say that they were lower 
paid career workers, part of the 
correspondence unit that deals with 
the letters and phone calls sent to 
the president. Clinton stated that 
this was part ofhis campaign pledge 
to reduce the White House staff by 
25%. “Ill be making cuts in the 
White House staff, cutting pay- 
rolls, perks and privileges. I want 
to set an example so the I can take 
the fight to the rest of govern- 
ment...” The workers released were 
unprotected by civil service rules 
and serve “at the pleasure of the 
president.” Several had worked 
20 years or more in the White 
House. 

The sale of domestic built ve- 
hicles have hit a two year high as 
the auto industry announced an 
increase in sales of over 20% on 
Wednesday, February 3. This fig- 
ure lends further evidence that the 
economy is strengthening after a 
long period of recession. rial 






Chrysler, and Ford all point to a a 
phenomenon of “pent up demand” 
and improved product quality. 

In other automotive business 
news, General Motors forced 
NBC to publicly apologize for it 
unfair depiction of GM’s safety 
standards for its trucks. The net- 
work admitted that in a segment of 
footage for Prime Time Live, they 
deceptively used incendiary de- 
vices to ignite a GM truck during a 
test collision in order to leave the 
impression that the truck was un- 
safe. GM has agreed to withdraw it 
liable suit in return for NBC’s pub- 
lic apology and a financial settle- 
ment. 

Iran-contra prosecutor 
Lawrence E. Walsh has accused 
former President George Bush of 
pardoning Casper Weinberger to 
avoid testifying in his trial. Walsh 
also attacked the former President 
and Republican Congressmen for 
characterizing himasa “free spend- 
ing zealot.” Mr. Weinberger’slaw- 
yer responded by stating, “Mr. 
Walsh is obviously a very bitter 
man and he is attempting to justify 
his waste of $50 or $60 million of 
taxpayers’ money.” 


INTERNATIONAL 


The UN Security Council and 
the Serb-Yugoslav government 
are applying increasing pressure 


- on the Bosnian Serbs to accept 


certain elements of the existing 
peace plan. The U.S. is still with- 
holding support from the plan, 
which one White House official 
describes as ‘punishing the vic- 
tim’. Clinton aides, however, have 
submitted their own plan to the 
president who must still make a 
decision on it. Some steps this 
proposal would take include: ap- 
pointing a special envoy to begin 
negotiations with the opposing fac- 
tions, creating an international war 
crimes tribunal to convict the guilty 


‘parties, creating acommission that _ 


will watch human rights in Bosnia, 
and committing the U.S. to carry- 
ing out and supporting its plan, In 
other news, relief flights have re- 
sumed in the beleaguered city of 
Sarajevo, even though artillery at- 
tacks continue. 


In Iran, a midair collision in 
Tehran on Monday killed all of the 
132 passengers and crew of acivil- 
ian airliner when it crossed path 
with a military jet moments after 
takeoff. Only small amounts of 
information has been released 
about the disaster because it oc- 
curred in the midst of the festivities 
celebrating the 14th anniversary 
of the Ayatollah Khomeini’s rise 
to power. The plane was carrying 
numerous pilgrims who were trav- 
eling to the celebrations. Experts 
believe that the crash was due to 
inadequate radar. 

Despite Israel’s offer to return 
100 of the Palestinian deportees, 
they continue toreceive world criti- 
cism. The Palestinians remaining 
in the no-man’s land between Is- 
rael and Lebanonrefuse tocomply 
with the compromise, demanding 
rather thatall deportees be returned 
immediately. This continuing con- 
flict is proving difficult for the 
Israeli government headed by 
Yitzhak Rabin, who had hoped to 
bring his nation out of a “siege 
mentality” which has dominated 
for so long. 

In Japan, after intense pressure 
from the business and banking 
community suffering from a weak- 
ened economy, the Bank of Japan 
decided to reduce its discount rate 
by three quarters of a point last 
Thursday, February 4. The dis- 
count rate is the amount the na- 
tional bank charges smaller, local 
banks for short-term loans. The 
reduction has also been widely 
favored throughout the world be- 
cause it willaidin reducing Japan’s 
record making trade surplus and 
encourage further imports. 

In France, the Socialist Party 
headed by current President 
Francois Mitterrand seems to be 
crumbling beneath him. Leading 
socialists are refusing to run for 
office in the upcoming election, 
and it is predicted that the socialist 
party may lose up to 200 of the 270 
seats in the National Assembly 
that they now hold. This willmean 
ahuge victory for the conservative 
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Chirac (of the Gaullist party) and 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing (of the 
centrist Union for French Democ- 
racy). 

In the Netherlands, a new law 
has made euthanasia much easier, 
by setting out guidelines for doc- 
tors to follow in assisting suicides 
or killing terminally ill patients. 
This new law would protect doc- 
tors from legal action as long as 
they follow the explicit rules es- 
tablished by the state. This policy 
would be the world’s least restric- 
tive, and is intended to limit the 
suffering of patients when it has 
been determined that death is near. 

In Germany, Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl announced large 
military cuts this past week, be- 
cause of a faltering German 
economy. News reports indicate 
that the cut will reduce military 
manpower from its present size of 
500,000, to 300,000 by 1996. Al- 
though Kohl is receiving pressure 
from industrialists and the central 
bank to make large federal budget 
cuts, he plans to continue to revive 
eastern Germany with aid. He is 
further opposed by thesocial demo- 
crats on cuts in social welfare ben- 
efits. In other German news, fig- 
ures recently released show that 
racist attacks by right-wing ex- 
tremistsin 1992 more than doubled 
from last year to 2,280. 

_ In an ongoing experiment in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, a compre- 
hensive effort to lower the rate of 
H.L.V. among drug addicts seems 
to be working. Treating addicts 
like patients instead of criminals, 
authorities have been persuading 
them to stop using intravenous 
drugs, and in its place to take drugs 
orally. This has been accomplished 
partially through free prescriptions 
given by local doctors. The re- 
sults: only eight H.LV. infections 
were detected in the city last year 
as opposed to the 120 cases per 
year that were found routinely 
‘throughout the mid-1980s.

Porter, McClain Address Council

Vice Provost Stephen McClain 
and Special Assistant to the Dean of 
Homewood Student Service Mary 
Ellen Porter addressed Student 
Council members during 
Wednesday’s council meeting in 
regard to the accreditation site re- 
view that is to take place at Hopkins 
in October. 

All four divisions of Hopkins— 
Arts and Sciences, School of Engi- 
neering, Peabody Conservatory, and 
the School of Nursing will be evalu- 
ated by the review team. This re- 
view, which occurs every ten years, 
is made up of faculty and adminis- 


trators from other institutions that _ 


belong to the Middle States Region. 
(Of the 550 schools that are in the 
Middle States Region, approxi- 
mately 50 to 60 will undergo a 
review site process, similar to 
Hopkins.) 

Over 3500 U.S. colleges and 
universities are divided into eight 
regional accreditation associations. 
Johns Hopkins along with other 
universities in Maryland, New York, 
New Jersey, and Europe belong to 
the Middle Schools Association. 

“To understand the site review,” 
Dr. McClain said, “you have to 
understand the process.” 

This accreditation process is di- 
vided into three parts. First, there is 
an annual profile of the institutions 
which reports their academic status 
and financial status. Second, there 
is a periodic review of the report

Still in the Running 

“Seiler’s is very much in consid- 
eration,” said Ms. DeVito. “We’re 
not reviewing their contract because 
we don’t think they’re doing a good 
job. It’s just part of the routine.” 

Ms. DeVito said that the Seiler’s 
management has been informed 
about the bidding process. 

According to DeVito, the com- 
mittee is looking at proposals from 
seven catering companies, all of 


whom had submitted proposals by 
the due date. She said she was 
unauthorized to disclose which com- 
panies were under review. 

The committee expects to be fin- 
ished reviewing bids by mid-March, 
at which time they will report to 
Dean Benedict. The administration 
hopes to have a contract drawn up 
by mid-May. 

Ms. DeVito also debunked a ru- 
mor that had circulated earlier this 
week that the administration had 
already decided to drop Seiler’s and 
sign on with Marriott. “There’s no 
truth to that rumor,” she said, “and 
we don’tknow where itcame from.”

Advisory Committee Decides to Expand Young Trustee Elections

Freshmen are now allowed to 
vote for the position of Young 
Trustee, the Trustees Advisory 
Committee announced ina meeting 
on November 20th. 

“The Advisory Committeemem- 
bers decided it wasn’t fair to ex- 
clude any members of the under- 
graduate body [from the election 
process],” said Pattie Bright, Ad- 
ministrative Assistant in the Trust- 
ees Office. 

Young Trustees are members of 
the University’s graduating senior 
class who sit on the Board of Trust- 
ees for four years. The Board of 
Trustees is responsible for setting 
“the policies for the management of 
the University’s investments” and 
“protect[ing] the financial integrity 
of the University,” according to a 
promotional brochure putout by the 
Board of Trustees Office. The Board 
of Trustees is also responsible for 
selecting and supporting the 
University’s President. 

The position of Young Trustee 
was established in 1971 on the rec- 


ommendation of then-President - 


Milton S. Eisenhower. Only one 
graduating senior can be elected to 
the position each year. ‘Until the 
Advisory Committee’s decision, 
only upperclassmen could partici- 
pate in the voting procedure for a 
Young Trustee. 

_ According to Senior Class Presi- 
- dent Marc Spear, freshmen were 


excluded from the Young Trustee 
voting procedure because “they 
thought it gave unfair advantage to 
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Senior Class President Marc Spear, seen here at Student Council, be- 
lieves that freshman should have voting privileges. 


interact with students on a regular 
basis.” 

With the beginning of manda- 
tory sophomore housing this year, 
however, the Advisory Committee 
realized that they would also have 
to exclude sophomores from voting 
for Young Trustee. According to 
Spear, the Committee decided that 
only allowing fifty percent of the 
undergraduates to vote would not 
be fair. 

“We [the freshmen] are excited 
about it,” said Freshman Class Presi- 
dent Blake Carlson. “It makes us 
feel more a part of Hopkins than we 

ever were, It enables us to become 
an et part of the community.” 
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Spear was equally. cfithusiastic. 
“The upperclassmen tend to vote in 
more limitednumbers than the lower 
classes,” he said. “To have more 
students involved in the process is a 
good thing.” 

The primary election for this 

year’s Young Trustee will be held 
on March 9. A general election for 
the final candidates will follow on 
March 16. The final selection for 
the Young Trustee will be made by 
the Nominations and Bylaws Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees from 
the five finalists.

Apartment Prices Slashed by Five Percent in Effort to Lure Students

Responding to low occupancy 
rates, the Housing Office announced 
this week that it will lower prices 
and offer various other incentives. 

The changes are designed to in- 
crease the number of upperclass 
students living in University owned 
buildings. The Bradford, The 
Baltimorean, Ivy Hall and The 
Homewood are the apartments af- 
fected by the new policy. Rents in 
all of those buildings will be low- 
ered by 5%. 

Beth Gansky, of the Housing 
Office, said that the decrease in rent 
«_..is designed to respond to student 
concems regarding university hous- 
ing. We brain-stormed with stu- 
dents and what they kept asking 
about was a decrease in rent.” 

In past years, many upperclass 
students have stayed away from 
university housing because of high 
prices. 

Senior Jonathan Paikin, who 
lived in the Bradford two years ago 
commented: “It’s unrealistic for the 
administration to think that students 
will live in university-owned build- 
ings when they can get a much 


-better deal somewhere else for a 


bigger space. It’s about time they 
lowered the prices.” 


Other incentives 

py Addition té the lowered: tent, » 
“the Housing Office is implement- 
ing other incentives to bolster occu- 
pancy. Current sophomores living 
in Wolman or McCoy will be al- 
lowed to request adjoining suites 
that will provide living space for 7 
or 8 people. 

“Other than rents, another com- 
mon student complaint is that there 
isno space in university housing for 
larger groups that want to live to- 
gether”, said Gansky. “Hopefully, 
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Ivy Hall apartments will be cheaper from now on. 


by offering adjoining suites, we al- 
leviate that problem.” 

The Housing Office is also offer- 
ing “finder’s fees” for students. 

“If someone living in university 
housing brings back someone who 
had been living off-campus, they 
both receive > 100 deduction olf their 
‘rent? Gansky said. 

Free summer storage space will 
also be provided for students who 
are moving from one university 
owned building to another. This is 
intended to retain students currently 
residing inuniversity buildings from 
moving to private buildings because 
they have nowhere to store their 
belongings over the summer. 


Gansky Hopeful 
For students who are troubled 


most by living under Resident Ad- 
visor supervision and enforcement, 
these changes are ineffectual. Even 
so, Gansky anticipates substantial 
improvement. 

“We expect much higher num- 
bers than last year,’ Gansky said. 

Interested students should mark 
down the following dates:

NL: Will any of the gift be used to renovate Gilman Hall, which is 
the “heart and soul” of Arts and Sciences? 

R: The “heart of soul” of Arts and Sciences is not Gilman Hall. The 
“heart and soul” of Arts and Sciences are the faculty and students of 
Arts and Sciences. Gilman is certainly a resplendent first building of 
Arts and Sciences and should be renovated, but it’s not going to be 
renovated from this money. 


University Finances 
NL: In a recent issue of the Gazette, the Academic Council said that 
Hopkins suffered a 12% cut in Maryland State Aid specifically this 
year, and 25% last year. What other government aid cuts has the 
University received, and how does Hopkins plan to deal with them? 
R: The cut that refers to is a one-year cut imposed by the governor 
because of a shortfall in the state budget. Maryland State Aid comes 
to us through a formula based on a certain percentage—namely 
16%—of the base of funding for public higher education... The 
public schools have lost a lot of money in the last three years, and 
those appropriations have been cut back....And all of the forecasts on 
which the five-year plan was developed assumed certain modest 
increases in Maryland State Aid. The way we’ ve had to cope with that 
is simply to absorb the same reductions that public higher education 
has been absorbing. 
NL: Can you give us some examples of how you’ve done that? 
R: We’ve had to limit the number of faculty hires toasmallernumber 
than was the case, say, five years ago. We’ve had to limit salary 
increases rather substantially. We’ve had to freeze administrative 
hiring and support service hiring....People have had to do a less 
thorough job than they might have done three years ago. We also 
have tried to cut back in various other kinds of expenditures which 
were discretionary, and some program investmentareas. The amount 
of money, for example, that is going to the Institute for Policy Studies 
now is less than I would like to see [going there]

We’ve also had some rather substantial changes in our employee 
benefits programs. We phased out an early retirement program that was 
quite expensive and was not accomplishing the University’s objectives. 
We have changed the health benefits to our employees significantly, so 
there’s more burden on the employees and less on the University budget. 
I think these are steps that many organizations in society have had to take 
in the last three years because of the pressures of the recession. But it 
certainly has been very noticeable here. 

NL: One of the ways over the past couple of years that the 
administration has been using to increase revenue has been by 
increasing student tuition. 

R: But that doesn’t have to do with what we’re talking about....Part 
of the five-year plan was that there would be inflationary increases 
in tuition. But except for that first year, where there was a large jump 
to make an adjustment of the sort you’re describing, the approach in 


reducing the rate of increase of tuition each year, and reducing the 
costs associated with room and board to an even greater degree in 
terms of percentage increase. 

NL: Can we expect a tuition increase for next year? 

R: Sure. Absolutely. You can expect one for every year as far in the 
future that we can see. But you can also expect that the amount of the 
increase will be coming down, and that we’re going to do everything 
we can to try to keep the room and board costs at the lowest possible 
level. My guess would be that if you take tuition and room and board 
together, the combined increase will be slightly over 5%. Of course, 
I’m guessing now, this is a policy matter that’s still under discussion. 


The “Death Lane” 

NL: Is anything more going to be done about the Charles Street 
crossing and the one-way “death lane”? 

R: That’s a good example of the importance of student input. When 
I met with the Student Council the year before last and had described 
to me the situation with cars racing down Greenway and across onto 
Charles going southbound, it was very important that I get that 
information. It gave mea chance to go over there with the mayor, and 
we walked down the walk from the Eisenhower Library. I was able

to point out to him the reversible lane and the hazards it 
represented....He could see immediately what the problem was. And 
then we needed to have a lot of technical work done to finally figure 
out how to deal with it, and to satisfy the neighbors on Greenway that 
we weren’t going to disrupt their lives too much. 
NL: How was the present decision to close off the Charles Street 
entrance arrived at? 
R: The city came up with a solution, and I thought it was a good 
response. It wasn’t everything that they would like to have done, and 
we still aren’t finished. There are enhancements that can be done. I 
know that we’ve been working hard to try to advise students to cross 
at the crosswalks and use the buttons and be careful of the reversible 
lane.

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: Is there any possibility of closing down that reversible lan 

What were some of the other enhancements that the city wantedito 
do? 
R: Well, one was to put in more permanent fencing. I talked to the 
mayor about the reversible lane and suggested that it notbe reversible, 
that it just be one way all the time. At least that way students would 
know for sure which way the traffic was coming. But the traffic 
engineering people looked at that and looked at the flows and did 
some measurements and so on, and advised the mayor that [the lane] 
be continued as it is. I don’t think that it’s currently under active 
consideration to get rid of that reversible lane. 


Education 

NL: Hopkins was founded on the German model of graduate 
research— 
R: Sort of a mix of German and British, but more German than 
British. It was the first time the country had ever had an institution 
specifically intended to have graduate education and research as well 
as undergraduate education. All ofthe others had been undergraduate 
colleges that had added on graduate work. 

NL: Do you see this changing at all at Hopkins in the next couple of 
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years? There have been some concerns from students who feel that 
the education at Hopkins is too specialized, that they’d rather see 
more liberal arts-oriented classes. Some of the distribution 
requirements, such as in biology and engineering, are very lax. For 
example, there’s no requirement for history or a language course for 
social sciences. 
R: Well, consistent with the type of student that we recruit and attract, 
and with the educational philosophy of the institution, we expecta lot 
of our undergraduate students in terms of the choices they make. We 
can encourage students to take a range of courses that are going to 
expose them to a variety of fields that they might not otherwise be 
exposed to. We don’t require that. And so ifa student wants to bevery 
specialized, within the general guidelines provided with the distribution 
requirements, astudent canbe very specialized. Notthatwenecessarily 
encourage it, but there are students who want to do that. There are so 
many different students with different interests and different learning 
styles, what they learn and when they learn it, that [your example] 
doesn’t bother me too much. 
NL: Do you feel that this holds for the medical school as well? 
R: Defining medicine too narrowly and defining the curriculum too 
narrowly does a disservice to the society and to patients and to the 
health care system, not to mention the practitioners... This is an area 
that I happened to have recently worked on, as chairman of the 
national commission on the subject....I think that we need to counsel 
students that they need to be human beings with a broader 
understanding of the society. It takes more than life science courses. 
NL: What has the medical school been doing to accomplish this? 
What needs to be done? 
R: There are several steps in that area that we’ve taken. One, of 
course, is to drop the MCAT requirement for medical school. We 
need to have other medical schools drop the MCAT requirement, so 
students don’t feel compelled to study towards the MCAT. Another 
is to change the curriculum in medical schools. Another is to 
encourage medical school admissions committees to look at students

who have other majors, in the humanities, for example.... 

We also ought to encourage the development of undergraduate majors 

or programs such as International Studies, which by their design are more 
liberal arts-oriented. That is, you have to have language, you have to have 
political science, you have to have economics, you have to have history. 
Ihave a pet personal theory that one of the things that makes International 
Studies attractive here is that it does have that kind of balance, and students 
find that attractive. 
NL: What trends do you see in education in the next few decades? 
R: We are becoming a global community. Students in almost any 
walk of life ten or fifteen or twenty years from now are going to be 
operating all around the world, and the number of young people 
coming out of school and going to a foreign assignment in a wide 
range of fields is tremendous... 

I’ve always believed that college-age students have extraordinarily 
good instincts in terms Of what’s coming, and therefore what they needto 
prepare themselves for. It’s almost uncanny. And so] think that the interest 
students have in international matters and International Studies is a 
reflection of the fact that they know that twenty years from now it’s going 
to be a very small world, and they’re likely to be working anywhere in it. 
[Hopkins] has certain strengths in the United States: public health, music, 
and International Studies, both in Washington but also in places like our 
Nanjing Center and our Bologna Center. And those are all areas where the 
United States has a particular strength. 

When I’m looking down the road five, ten or twenty years from now, 
I’d like to see us making more international opportunities available to 
students. I’d like to make sure our undergraduate students have more 
exposure to...the health sciences and International Studies and music, 
and...that we take more advantage of the faculty at other schools for 
undergraduate students. 

Finally, it seems to me that we can further develop projects for 
undergraduate students in various other divisions of the University [than 
Homewood]. We already have literally scores and scores of students 
working on projects in labs all across the University and in Public Health 
and medicine and so on. We need to encourage that. It’s a great strength 
of this University.

quest for that noblest ofall Ameri- 
can dreams—equal standing be- 
fore the law of every citizen. This 
journey reached its greatest ful- 
fillment in the chambers of the 
United States Supreme Court on 
May 17, 1954, when the court 
handed down its historic decision 
holding that segregation in the 
public schools was unconstitu- 
tional. 

But this decision in Brown vs. 
Board of Education was but one 
of 29 cases which [he] argued 
successfully in 32 appearances 
before the Supreme Court. His 
was a journey rich with achieve- 
ment for himself, for the groups 
he servéd, and for all of us in this 
generation of mankind.

Last week, Spring Fair Chairs Brian Choi and Bruce King- 
Shey announced that the infamous ’70s disco band the Village 
People will play this year’s Spring Fair. 

Student reaction to this news has come in the five classic 
Stages: denial, anger, bargaining, apathy, and acceptance. News- 
Letter staff members have only just passed through denial. 

Why, we can but wonder, has the Spring Fair Committee 
invited to the year’s largest undergraduate fest a band which 
embodies all that was wrong with the late 1970s? Is a disco band 
and the gas-line, bell-bottom, “Charlie’s-Angels,” Iran-hostage, 
Carter Presidency-malaise world it recalls really the best choice 
to play a major university campus in Bill Clinton’s America?

Had the 
selection ofa Spring Fair band been put to astudent referendum, 
it’s not crazy to suggest that at least a sizable minority of Hopkins

It’s no great secret that there is a general lack of an artistic 
community at Hopkins. This is not a criticism directed at the 
Barnstormers, the Jazz Band, or any of the few other groups on 
campus that try to harness undergraduate talent.

I would like to take the time to clarify a few things about last Tuesday’s 
IFC presidential vote and subsequent articles written thereafter. 
(“Schmulewitz Wins Disputed Vote for President,” N-L, 2/5/93, and 
“Exploring the Mission of the IFC,” N-L, 2/5/93). 

After the three candidates (Leah Schmulewitz, Mark Osborn, and 
Vivek Iyengar) made their statements, they left the Shriver Board Room 
and I began the election process in the exact same fashion it was carried out

last year and, as far as I know, the year before that. 

The only operating rules the IFC followed that day were the rules of 
common courtesy. Before the run-off vote, the board rechecked the 
number of voting members in the room. It was verified at 21. A sample 
majority is all that is needed to elect the president. The resulting vote of 10 
votes for Mark Osbom and 9 votes for Leah Schmulewitz would have 
ended the election right there. When I asked for all abstaining votes, 
however, only one person raised their hand. This left one outstanding vote. 
I then reopened the floor to more discussion and the resulting vote elected 
Leah with a 11-10 majority. 

Both Leah and myself were the last to leave the board room that night. 
If anyone did abstain in the second vote (as rumors flying around campus 
point to) why didn’t he or she say anything after I read out the final tally? 
Or if not then, he or she could have easily come up to us after the meeting 
and told us. ; 

This is the first year the IFC is functioning with both a working 
constitution and an itemized budget. When people say the IFC is doing 
“nothing,” this is just not true. The current Executive board, including the 
efforts of former president Brent Baker, is working hard to put the IFCback 
on track after years of neglect. 

Although we have a working constitution there are still differences 
between our current operating procedures and what is written. 

Article IX of the IFC Constitution, states that Robert’s Rules are to 
expressly used during meetings, yet those who have ever attended an IFC 
meeting know that the only rules we use are courtesy. Still, members find 
this difficult. If members are dissatisfied with this, tomorrow I will go out 
and get everyone acopy of Robert’s Rules and we can start using them next 
week. But I cannot tolerate people who selectively use the laws to their 
advantage. Until now, nobody missed the rigid operation of parliamentary 
procedures, butif they wanttouse this as an argument for Osborn’s victory, 
they’d better be prepared to use them from now on. 

In last week’s News-Letter cover story there were a few misconce: 
tions. When I spoke to Ethan Skolnick by phone last Wednesday night I 
never said, “We’ve always done [the elections] open ballot as far as I 
know.” I did, however, tell Mr. Skolnick we have always run elections in 
this fashion. By placing this quote immediately preceding a quote by Leah 
which contradicts my own, the IFC Exec. Board is made to look foolish and 
unorganized. What kind of slanted journalism is this? Is it in the News- 


Letter’s best interest to cover something his fraternity has filed a formal 
complaint over? .

Immortality is not exactly the 
most common of themes to base a 
comedy on. However, given that 
director Harold Ramis’ greatest suc- 
cesses have come with films about 
a country club (“Caddyshack”) and 
a team of supernatural extermina- 
tors (“Ghostbusters”), Ramis’ lat- 
est effort, “Groundhog Day,” seems 
off-beat enough to take its place 
among the director’s best efforts. 

“Groundhog Day” stars Bill 


Murray as Phil Connors, a Pitts- 
burgh weatherman with a bad atti- 
tude and an overblown ego. Despite 
his protests, Phil is sent once more 
to cover the annual Groundhog Day 
festival in rural Punxsutawney, a 
task he loathes. After the ceremony, 
weather conditions force Phil and 
his crew of producer Rita Hanson 
(Andie MacDowell) and camera- 
man Larry (Chris Elliot) to spend 
the night in the village. Upon wak- 
ing up, however, Phil finds himself 
stuck in time, endlessly repeating 
February 2nd.

I thought up today’s colum 
while reading the “Bram Stoker’s 
Dracula” comics adaptation. The 
adaptation is very faithful to the 
movie, but at the same time ex- 
pands on the film. At first, I was 
hesitant to buy it, since such adap- 
tations have traditionally been 
poor. Butafter seeing the end cred- 
its to “Dracula,” Isaw the name of 
the illustrator for the film , Mike 
Mignola, was also the illustrator 
of the comic. 

A good example of Mignola’s 
work on the film comes in the 
scene where Harker (Keanu 
Reeves) is on the train to 
Transylvannia: we see a shot of 
the train, the Carpathian moun- 
tains, and above it all the eyes of 
Dracula looking out over the terri- 
tory.

Adaptations originally started 
as a marketing, gimmick, to pro- 
mote a movie. Adaptations only 
really started with “Superman the 
Movie” in 1979. Since Superman 
began as a comic, the powers that 
were figured they would make a 
comic adaptation of the movie, 
which wasitself adapted from com- 
ics. While this made sense, the 
venture was very disappointing. 

Forthe longest time disappoint- 
ment has been the norm in comic 
adaptations. The art has been me- 
diocre and the dialogue has been 
poorly written—all the dialogue 
from the movies could notbe liter- 
ally translated, since there was just 
too much dialogue to fit in a panel 
by panel sequence. Furthermore, 
since these comics were intended 
for children, the dialogue would 
have to be edited for vulgar lan- 
guage, indeed whole scenes would 
be cut if they had sexual content.

Dark Horse Comics, which has 
been a pioneer inthe field of adap- 
tations from movies started off 
with the comicof “Aliens” in 1986 
and instead of adapting the movie, 
they used the world of the aliens, 
the space marines, the pods, the 
whole works, and created new sto- 
ries. 

Dark Horse followed up with 
“Predator,” “Terminator,” 
“RoboCop,” and so on. They have 
alsomade revolutionary cross-over 
comics with “Aliens vs. Predator” 
and “Robocop vs. Terminator.” 
The fascinating thing withthe char- 
acters from “Predator” and 
“Aliens” is that the humans have 
become secondary. There is no 
necessity in the comics for 
Sigorney Weaver or Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. These stories 
have been so impressive that the 
film companies have occasionally 
optioned them. The most promi- 
nent example is “Predator”—the 
comic—which was set in LA, in 
not-so-distant future, where there 
is an inexplicable heat wave, and 
the predators come there to hunt. 
This premise was used for the 
movie “Predator 2” by 20th Cen- 
tury Fox. 20th Century Fox is ac- 
tually said to begin filming “Preda- 
tor vs. Aliens” later this year!

‘National Lampoon’s Loaded Weapon 1’ Misses the Mark

From the same bunch of loonies 
who brought you the “Vacation” 
series and milked it for all it was 
worth (and way too much more) 
comes this season’s stock comedy, 
“National Lampoon’s Loaded 
Weapon 1”—a film no more subtle 
than its title and almost as heavy- 
handed. The film is lifted directly 
from the largely monopolized 
Zucker-Abrams-Zucker comedy 
style of puns, double meanings and 
general nose-thumbing at anything 
cinematically conventional. But 
considering the hilarity and huge 
cult following of “Airplane” (I and 
II), “Top Secret” and the “The Na- 
ked Gun” series, that’s a difficult 
reputation to live up to. Does 
“Loaded Weapon 1” succeed? Not 
really. 

Sure, “Weapon” has a nice-sized 
collection of funny moments and an 
immensely exploitable genre to 
work with, but it almost systemati- 
cally falls short at the funniest pos- 
sible moments. The film acknowl- 
edges its own clichés and then 
proceeds to reaffirm them instead 
ofsatirizing them, substituting glitzy 
production values for trademark 
comy laughs. “Loaded Weapon” 
scarcely lives up to its own inten- 
tions. 

The film’s chosen material has 
enormous potential for fun. “Loaded 
Weapon” snickers at all three vol- 
umes of the “Lethal Weapon” se- 
ries and makes references to.a half- 





dozen other memorable moments 
in contemporary cinema. Remem- 
ber the beach front chopper scene in 
“LW II”? Or the drunken heart-to- 
heart on Murtaugh’s boat in “III”? 
Orhow about the interrogation from 
“Basic Instinct”? Yup, they’re all 
here, but these scenes barely deliver 
the laughs they’re capable of. 

The most serviceable and funny 
way to get a laugh from an already 
established “movie moment” is to 
take everything that makes the mo- 
ment credible and memorable and 
throw it into the audience’s face. 
“Naked Gun II” does a fantastic job 
of this with its parody of the pottery 
scene from “Ghost.” But the refer- 
ences in “Loaded Weapon 1” seem 
forced and unnecessary. They have 
little or nothing to do with the plot 
and rely on a single, stale joke for 
five minutes of screen laughs. This 
reduces some of the movie’s best 
possible scenes to huge neon bill- 
boards telling the audience “This is 
funny. Please laugh.” Audiences 
will laugh when a scene is intrinsi- 
cally humorous. A movie that tells 
you when tolaugh isn’t funny—it’s 
annoying. 

In addition to these snafus, 
“Loaded Weapon 1” also makes the 
fatal mistake of betraying its own 
structure. By now, every filmgoer 
in America can map out a “Lethal 
Weapon” movie with their eyes 
closed: two cops, one crazy and one 
straight. They discover a criminal 
network and proceed to dismantle it 
until the final confrontation with the 
evil overlord. Inthe meantime, there 
are compulsory walk-ons for an 
annoying sidekick, a doomed love 
interest, a loving wife and gaggles 
of kids and criminal henchmen. 
However, instead of corrupting these 
age-old conventions, “Loaded 
Weapon 1” half-bakes or outright 
brushes them aside. Our heroes Colt 
(Emilio Estevez) and Luger(Samuel 
L. Jackson) have so little screen 
time together and have such a fake 
and unconvincing partnership, they 
don’tseem tobe inhabiting the same 
movie. 

Other characterizations take re- 





spected actors (Jon Lovitz and Tim 
Curry, to name two), turn them into 
mantelpieces for single gags, and 
then write them completely out of 
the screenplay. In the “Airplane” 
and “Naked Gun” films, every char- 
acter, no matter how stock or under- 
developed (from the guitar-playing 
nun to the klutzy police partner) 
reoccurred throughout the movie, 
resulting in piles of laughs. No such 
luck in “Loaded Weapon 1.” 
Instead, this film saturates itself 
with glamorous star cameos in hopes 
of getting the audience to cry, “Oh 
look, its celebrity X!” at the proper 
times. It works the first couple of 
times, but it sure isn’t very funny. 
The appearances of Whoopi 
Goldberg, Charlie Sheen and Bruce 
Willis are expected to be funny in 
and of themselves. Yet again— 
while they are good for one or two 
yucks—they’ re never incorporated 
into the story or bring in any of the 
mythology associated with them as

A Renaissance Puzzle: 
Heemskerck’s Abduction 
of Helen 
Walters Art Gallery 
January 17-February 28

To kick off a new series of exhi- 
bitions called the “Curator’s 
Choice,” the Walters Art Gallery is 
currently presenting “A Renaissance 
Puzzle: Heemskerck’s Abduction 
of Helen.” Curator Joaneath Spicer 
has put together thirty works of art 
to aid viewers in solving the puzzle 
posed by Dutch painter Maerten 
Van Heemskerck’s 1535 famed 
work, Panoramic Fantasy with the 
Abduction of Helen. Painted in 
Rome, the work reflects the im- 
mense influence which Greco-Ro- 
man antiquity had on Heemskerck. 
It,issa’masterpiece both because of 
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its visual appeal and because of the 
curious insights it gives into Re- 
naissance thinking. 

The curator proposes two theo- 
ries on the meaning of the puzzle 
based upon its subject matter and 
numerousallusions to antiquity. The 
first theory suggests that the work is 
a statement on the transience of life 
as reflected in Helen’s failing beauty 
and the inclusion of ruins from the 
past. The second theory proposes 
that Heemskerck’s piece is a cel- 
ebration of sexual love, as seen in 
the infatuation between Paris and 
Helen against a romantic backdrop, 
the ancient world. 

Whichever idea the viewer may 
agree with, the exhibition is defi- 
nitely worth seeing. It includes 
works by other sixteenth-century 
painters, all of which are collabora- 
tions on the tremendous impact the 
Classical antiquity had upon artists 
ofthe Renaissance. As part‘of an 


poraries. In the foreground, he sub- 
tly includes a sculpture of a male 
torso as part of the booty seized by 
Paris. From his studies of ancient 
sculpture and Michelangelo, 
Heemskerck learned to illustrate 
limbless torsos of Hercules known 
as the Belvedere Torso, which had 
the ability tosuggestmany different 
meanings through their ambiguous 
composition of tension and action. 
And of course, the setting of the 
painting recalls antiquity by allud- 
ing to its many famous “Wonders.” 
The entire work is full of details and 
variety, characteristics of the North 
European style at the time. 

“A Renaissance Puzzle: 
Heemskerck’sAbduction of Helen” 
is a an insightful tour of the Renais- 
sance mind and the antiquity that 
helped to shape it. The exhibit 
opened on January 17 and runs to 
February 28. 


intellectual and humanistic move- 
ment that centered on man and his 
place in the temporal world, artists 
of this time turned to the Greco- 
Roman past to find a new pictorial 
language. They discovered a period 
in which the human form was per- 
fected with pride. This was quite 
contrary to the sense of shame about 
the sexually mature body which 
was felt in contemporary Christian 
orthodoxy in Northern Europe, 
Heemskerck’s place of origin. 
Heemskerck’s most famous 
work combines the influences that 
he received from the Renaissances 
of Italy and of Northern Europe. 
While working in Italy, he discoy- 
ered the ability of oil to create ef- 
fects of brilliance. He painted the 
spectacular abduction of Helen in 
oil on canvas—a major departure 
from the conventional use of trans- 
lucent watercolors on wooden pan- 


els by his North European contem-

New Class Opens the World of Research

With inspiration from Johnny 
Carson, the facilities at Hopkins, 
anda grant from the Howard Hughes 
foundation Dr. Shin Lin has created 
landmark a course. 

While Introduction to Biomedi- 
cal Research may sound intimidat- 
ing, over 200 students are finding 
out what this class and the field has 
to offer. Many are finding that un- 
like many science courses this one 
deals with what those at Hopkins 
might be doing after they receive 
their degrees. 

Dr. Lin observed that many sci- 
ence majors are driven towards prac- 
ticing medicine. “We have a grant 
from the Hughes Research Institute 
to try to encourage people going 

into the sciences in addition to go- 
ing into medicine and law school.” 

This is mot just important to 
people in the field looking for new 
talent. As Dr. Lin says, many stu- 
dents “are extremely interested in 


career paths.” 

“We want to open people’s 
eyes...if they go into medicine or 
into related fields or not go into 
medicine at all [we want to show 
them] what are the different oppor- 
tunities” says Lin. 

To help him do this Dr. Lin has 
assembled an impressive list of 
guests. lecturers ranging from Dr. 
Wilkins, who works in industry 
developing therapeutic protein prod- 
ucts to Hopkins Cognitive Science 
department’s Dr. Caramazza and to 
medical doctors suchas Dr. Howard, 
who specializes both in pediatrics 
and cell biology. 

Dr. Lin realized the title of his 
course may have been intimidating 
not to mention that it is listed under 
biophysics. To combat this stigma 
Professor Lin took two big steps. 
First he listed his course concur- 
rently underthe biology department.

This was done to not only tomake 
the course less intimidating to the 
students butalsoto the guests. “When 
I asked the people to come, and not 
only just give the talk about the 
scientific aspects, but talk about 
themselves they felt rather uncom- 
fortable,” said Dr. Lin. 

Thatis where the inspiration from 
Carson came into play. It not only 
allows a lighter mood but makes 
both student and professor acces- 
sible to each other. 

Part of encouraging student par- 
ticipation is the guest host. This is a 
student who in addition to Dr. Lin is 
designated to ask the guest speaker 
questions. “We have very intelligent 
students here, I don’t want to be the 
person to dictate the direction of the 
course.” 

Along with his guest host Dr. Lin 
encourages student participation in 
other ways.

Clinton Administration Supports New Technology Policy 


Billion in Research Dollars 


John H. Gibbons Is Appointed Science and Technology Advisor, Will Work Out of $75

As George Bushso firmly stated 
during the 1992 Presidential cam- 
paign, the Cold War is over. For 
President-elect Clinton, this posi- 

ion allows him to support the most 

eral funding policy for scientific 

hnology in more than a_half- 
century. 

The Bush administration, like 
the administrations before him, 
chose to support a “trickle down” 
research policy. In this policy basic 
science, which sets up projects to 
fundamentally understand how 
something works, and government 
research were allocated large 
amounts of money in the hopes that 
their discoveries on the basic level 
could later be applied to civil indus- 
try. Clinton finds this program in- 
adequate. His plan, outlined in a 
document entitled, “Technology: 
The Engine of Economic Growth” 
issued September 21 by Clinton’s 
campaign headquarters, calls for 
an increase in funding directly to 
industry from the government. 
“America cannot continue to rely 


on trickle-down technology...Only 
by strengthening our civilian tech- 
nology base can we solve the twin 
problems of national security and 
economic competitiveness,” Presi- 
dent Clinton said in the document. 
Clinton’s cure-all research bud- 
gets have allocated $76 billion dol- 
lars for general research. In the past, 
at least 60% of that money went to 
funding Pentagon research projects. 
Clinton supports a plan which redi- 
rects 10% of that money away from 
the Pentagon to be put into civil 
technological research. That is $7.6 
of the proposed $30 billion that ad- 
ministration has earmarked particu- 
larly for technological research. 
The technological plan itself is 
aimed at what Clinton’s administra- 
tion has determined as critical in- 
dustries: ceramics, computer pro- 
gramming, sensors, photonics, 
electronics, waste management and 
pollution reduction among them. The 
plan supports the idea that, through 
heavy funding, research in these ar- 
eas will produce discoveries that 
will make American technology 
particularly lucrative on the open

gist, NO means nitric ox- 
ide (chemical formula 
NO), a compound which 
has been found to have 
ever increasing impor- 
tance to human physiol- 
ogy. In fact, the new dis- 
coveries concerning NO 
led Science to designate it 
as “Molecule ofthe Year” 
for 1992. 

Once considered only 
a potent toxin found in smog and 
cigarette smoke, recent research 
indicates that NO, in small quanti- 
ties, plays a fundamental role in the 
human body. NO serves as a neu- 


rotransmitter, a chemical which the 


body uses to transmit nerve im- 
pulses throughout the body, often 
linking our sensory perceptions to 
our motor responses. In fact, scien-

This 
reactivity can lead to 
damage of DNA, the 
crucial genetic material 
in the body, as well as 
nerve damage after 
stroke. Despite these drawbacks, 
scientists have come together to 
forge a new research field, dedi- 
cated to the study of NO and its 
potential incorporation into drug 
development. The excitement sur- 
rounding 1992’s “Molecule of the 
Year” indicates that scientists just 
can’t say no to NO.

basic science research is to the cur- 


rent administration. Under the Bush 
and Reagan administrations, basic 
science was fairly secure in its 
amount of funding. However, de- 
pending on how assertive the Clin- 
tonadministration becomes towards 
obtaining the immediate results that 
applied-technology research can 
give, basicscience could suffer. Any 
loss of funding for this kind of re- 
search would be no more strongly 
felt than in the universities across the 
country whose research work base is 
mostly basic research. 

Clinton has chosen two people to 
implement these policies,one is Vice- 
President Gore whom Clinton has 
put in charge of regulating science 
policy. In effect, Gore will lead the 
new administration by coordinating 
the government’s science depart- 
ments and ensuring that policies the 
administration has decided upon are 
implemented. The second impor- 
tant linkin the chain of science policy 
implementation is John H. Gibbons, 
Clinton’srecently appointed science 
and technology advisor. 

Gibbons commands a position 
that has traditionally been held by a

preeminent researcher. Clinton 
broke from this tradition by ap- 
pointing Gibbons who is known 
more for his political experience in 
science than for his research credits. 
Gibbons’ experience as director 
ofthe Congressional Office of Tech- 
nology emphasizes the Clinton 
administration’s goal to promote 
technology. Referred to by the New 
York Times as “Congress’s techno- 
logical think tank” (NYT, 29 Janu- 
ary 1993), Gibbons seems to have 
been chosen for his knowledge of 
the issues and the experience to 
implement the kind of policies re- 
garding technology that the new 
administration has been touting as 
the new age of science research. 
Therefore, with the combined 
forces of Vice-President Gore and 
Gibbons at the reins, it seems that 
the Clinton administration has be- 
gun to strenghten the United States 
policy on technology.

“If we could have had 
that all year, you never know what 
kind of difference that could have 
made.” 

The outburst lent credence to the 
shakiness which has been with the 
team all year. In Saturday’s game 
against Western Maryland, the Jays 
were out of their game until the 


' second half, when they began to

Nothing you must advocate or 
revolutionize. Just some time for yourself. A little vacation, a reward for 
your overtime. 

What, Arthur? Well, your family misses you too. 

Stop, Arthur. Stop thinking about Marge Schott and Somalia and 
equal rights. You’ve done enough. Let someone else handle it this time. 

The phone’s ringing. It’s Doug Smith, from USA Today. He wants to 
break a big story, anything you got. He says you are a valuable source. 

Let me put him on hold. 

I know, Arthur. I understand that you were friends. 

But don’t you remember? Don’t you remember another phone call, 
when he told you that he knew, and that he would disclose that privileged 
information? It’s a competitive business, after all, and friends are 
disposable. Especially when one has AIDS and the other is paid to reveal 
such things. 

Maybe he didn’t intend to betray you. Maybe he just couldn’t keep a 
secret as well as you. You dubbed it “a silent and generous conspiracy to 
assist me in maintaining my privacy.” You were worried that your new 
daughter Camera Elizabeth would face, “new, different and cruel com- 
ments” about her daddy. People are ignorant, people can be vicious. 

No, Arthur, I cannot hand you the phone. He can wait. Have you 
forgotten? Did they steal your memory, too? 

“J didn’t commit any crime, and I’m not running for office. I should 
be able to reserve the right to keep things private.” 

Those were your words, Arthur. Your words. And you were right. You 
had been the commander of so many victories for so many people. Why 
couldn’t they let you command your own? 

Arthur, let Smith squirm. 

If you hadn’t been such a champion, they would have left you alone. 
Wimbledon. Civil rights. A pioneer, an idol, a true sportsman. Does 
being a public figure entitle one to less privacy than anyone else? 
Shouldn’t angelic public figures receive certain benefits? 

And, Arthur, it’s not as if no one agrees with me. 

Anna Quindlin of the New York Times: “I can’t help but feel that in 
the medical sense we outed him.” 

Charles Osgood of Tribune Media Services: “Do you think there is 
anything at all that is none of your business? I do.” 

Frank Deford of Newsweek: “He grew up in the public eye being 
officially called Arthur Ashe;-the first negro to...”” 

“And he knew that once the news was out, he would have a new label 
forever after: ‘Arthur Ashe, AIDS sufferer...’” 

Don’t tell me he’s wrong, Arthur. Frank knew you well. 

You both realize that you would not have been the Sports Illustrated 
Sportsman of the Year if your illness had not been disclosed. Twenty 
years ago, maybe: But not this year, especially since SI had never honored 
a retiree before. 

And don’t tell me your eyes didn’tsting when you read that premature 
eulogy. Not just from the disease. From the hypocrisy, oozing like 
alcohol, drowning your legacy. The media honors those it soils. 

No, Arthur, I will not let you converse with him. How could you? 

It wasn’t risky sex or filthy needles. It wasn’t an unforced error or a 
double fault of responsibility. For God’s sake, it was a blood transfusion. 

Fine, Arthur, I’ll calm down. I realize you mingle with higher 
company now.

Business as Usual

Attention, please. This column, due to the fact that it deals with 
subject matter only concerned with contracts and dollar amounts, 
even to the point of near disregard for human life, will be moved to 
the Business section. There is no such section in the News-Letter, but 
use your imagination. Okay, do you have sense that this article is 
among stories about the NYSE and IBM? Good. 

Now picture this. You are walking down a street in downtown 
Baltimore on a Saturday night. It’s 1 AM. You hear muffled music 
coming from a bar, then through the doors burst two men, arguing 
about something. They have trouble standing up straight. One walks 
right up to the other and pushes him, and is pushed in retum. A punch 
is thrown, then again. A line of blood slides from the side of one of the 
men’s mouths. 

You find that you have stopped walking, not wanting to get in the 
middle of the ruckus. You want to dosomething, but are not sure what. 
By now, the fists of both men are covered with blood. You see a police 
car edge nearer to the scene from the other end of the street. It stops, 
and the policeman gets out and soon the fight is over. You feel 

relieved. 

Perhaps the men are taken to jail for disorderly conduct, and are 
fined, but it doesn’t matter. The point is that when two civilians fight, 
the law intervenes. Deliberately trying to harm another person is 
wrong. Pretty simple, right? 

Not quite. There is a double standard, and the other standard paired 
with civilian fighting is the world of professional boxing. And what 
a world it is. It is a world filled with Palaces, Gardens, and lifestyles 
of people who are very rich and quite famous. Pretty nice, I bet. 

But in this world it is a good thing to knock another person 
unconscious, and to rake in oh, about $7 million as a result. It is a good 
thing for huge television companies to see who can capitalize on the 
thirst for violence in this society to make the most dough. It is a world 
in which you can perform your absolute worst and still come away 
with a quarter of a million dollars in little over two minutes. Just ask 
Michael Doles, he knows. 

Saturday’s bout pitting him against defending WBA and IBF 
heavyweight champion Riddick Bowe at Madison Square Garden 
was an absolute joke and deserves every bit of media criticism that it 
is getting. 

If you missed it here it is: Opening bell rings. Bowe hits Dokes 55 
times, 37 of which are considered power punches, and Dokes hits 
Bowe 12 times. Twenty of those 55 punches by Bowe come unan- 
swered after the first two minutes. He has Dokes pinned in corners and 
staggering back against the ropes. Referee Joe Santarpia stops the 
fight. That’s it. It took 2:19. End of story. Riddick Bowe had just 
earned $7 million, and Dokes, who lay motionless on the canvas, had 
earned $750,000. Just like that. 

The fans, some of whom paid $400 for tickets, were upset that the 
fight was stopped at that point. They ignored that three years ago in 
the same ring Dokes was down for nine minutes after a knockdown 
by Razor Ruddock and had to be treated by paramedics before he 
could leave the ring. They ignored that he had just been knocked 
senseless by an extremely strong man. They wanted more and didn’t 


Ps what boxing thrives on. People want to See peopte hurt. They 
said that Santarpia should have given Dokes a standing eight count or 
asked him some questions like where he was, before discontinuing the 
match. Dokes may have had some trouble with a question like that. 
He was on another planet and he didn’t know which one. But if 
someone had asked him how much money he had just made, chances 
are he would have made a quick reply. He was already looking beyond 
the match the Monday before when, wrote Shirley Povich of the 
Washington Post , he “simply stopped training in a to-hell-with-it 
gesture.” The entire week before, he was stuffing himself with 
linguine and clam sauce, not exactly the ideal fitness meal. Although 
he actually weighed in at less than his trainer had anticipated, this is 
nota sign that he was concerned about being physically ready for the 
fight. Right before the match he said, “What happens will happen.” 
How’s that for being psyched? 

Dokes’ co-manager Sterling McPherson joined in the chorus of 
complaining about Santarpia’s decision. 

“This was a case for the referee getting caught up in all the media 
hype that Michael Dokes wasn’t worthy of fighting for the title. He 
acted impulsively,” he said. 

I wonder if McPherson would have put up an argument if Dokes 
had been beyond revival. 

Even before Saturday, people were predicting brevity and brutal- 
ity. Dokes went into the fight a 16-to-1 longshot. New York comic 
said, “Everyone expects him [Bowe] to knock this stiff out quick. The 
only question is whether Dokes will fall left, right, crooked, on his 
face, or on his back.” } 

The predictions came true, and how. But when someone comes 
away with a bundle, like Dokes did, it’s hard to say he really lost. 

That’s the world of professional boxing at its best. Earn money for 
next to nothing. Except the possibility of brain damage or death. A 
small price to pay though, right? That’s what the boxers seem to think. 
That’s what their managers seem to think. That’s what television 
seems to think. T.V., however, is not new to the game, of course. It’s 





been in the business of sacrificing taste for money for a long time. © 


Boxing, however, is blazing new trails on the sports scene, and 
those trails seem to be leaving true competition in a cloud of smoke. 

First, there is the money. The Bowe-Dokes fight was part of a 
potential 6-bout $100 million deal that Bowe has with HBO and 
TVKO. It doesn’t matter how close the fights are. As long as Bowe 
keeps winning to retain his titles, the deal will remain in effect. 
Nothing suspicious about fighting unworthy opponents. Nooo. 

Then there are the obvious health risks. If duking it out in the streets 
is punishable under law, then why is it OK in the ring under lights 
before thousands of people? That the boxers wear gloves doesn’t cut. 
‘Those thunderous blows to the head have an impact nonetheless. And 
if this trend of Bowe fighting all-but-defenseless guys continues, who 
knows when tragedy could strike? ‘ 

There is also the fact that boxing lacks many of the sporting 
objectives of other games, like shooting a puck into a goal or throwing 


a ball through a hoop. In other sports, physical contact and even 


fighting occurs but it comes about asa result of a higher goal and those 
who engage in it are penalized. Then there are the lopsided matchups. 


All other sports have ways to determine who gets the opportunity to — 


go for the title. In most, there are playoffs. In golf, lengthy tourna- 
ments determine who is the best. . 
Not so in this world of boxing, though. Anything goes. Caesars 
Palace competes against Madison Square Garden for the rights to be 
the sight of the gladiator arena for the night. Champions defend their 
titles against boxers blatantly unfit to really compete as long as it will 
bring in the green stuff. aE 
A sport boxing is not. The word “sport” has a positive ring to it but
